A OONVICT’S EXPERIENCES INA 
SIBBRIAN LEAD MINE. 


“Tho Berlin corresponden$ of the Daily 
News sends some extracts from a reo nly. 
published book in which, in letters tu his 
relatives, a convict in Siberis relates his ex- 
perienees.. Ths correspondent, io giving 
én account of the convict’acarcer, suys that 
on January 7, 1882, the Ruasign University 
Professor aslo} Jakeakoi ogad twonty- 
eight, was married to the. beautiful deugh- 
ter of 3 rich Moscow merchant, In the 
evening the bridegroom was' sent for, and 
he leit the room “without: any of -the 
wedding guests noticing it, Three detec- 
tives ware waiting at the door, and they 
invited him to drive with them immediately 
to the police station for the purpose of 
settling o matter which could not bo post- 
poned. Jaksakoff left without telling any- 
one. Ho never returned again. He waa 
accused of: taking, part in the attempt on 
the life of Czar Alexander TE. (March 13, 
1881). JakeakofF (an innocent-man) was 
eondeawmed to hard Jabour for life.. [he 
victim was trausported to Siberia ta the 
Nortachineker silver taines, which (saya the 
correapondent) at the public expense are 
exploited for the Czar's private funds, and, 
of -eqguunt.of thair containing. so litle 
silver, até called lead mines. The trans. 

ntt to Siberia lasted a year and’ a. half, 
During tho two years that the prisoner 
worked in the imines he sullered such 
torments that he became an idiet. In the 
middio cf September, 1885, a party. of 
foreigners, evidently coming from Bt. 
Petersbarg, appeared at. the mines. and 
wished to inspect the convicts. The latter 
were marched ont, amung them boing 


Jaksakoff. ‘The -inepector- who, was con-" 


ducting the strangers asked tho gaurd about 
the idtot’s history. ho man related the 
fable accepted as truth, . Then a dreadful 
scene occurred. ‘The poor man seemed for 
ons moment toregain hissenses. He raised 
vhe heavy barrow to which he was chained 
and dashed it with all his strength atthe 
soldier's head, crying ‘ Thou liest, wreteh !” 
Tho soldier’ dropped dead. on the spot. 
Jaksukoff too fell down exhausted. He 
was dragged back to tlie mine and chained to 
a wall, and there he died a few weeks alters 
wards. $ 

Jaksakoff in bis letters graphically de- 
scribes the horrors of the journery to the 
ipines.. On the last march of the convicts 
and their families, just before they arrived 
-at their destination, the caravan was at- 
tacked ‘by wolves i‘ Jt was. an awful 
night. . When-we wore counted uext morn. 
ing, 123 exiles were missing, that number 
having fallen victims to the. wolves, Tho 
guards had fled, and with them.the: black. 
smith who had the hey of the chaius which 
bound the prisoners together. The latter 
had-to drag in the chains the remnins of
